Have heard it urged in favour of the Diftil- 

lers, that by their means the Government 
is better and more readily fupplied, than it can 
otherwife be, with hogs, which at prefent is an 
chject of great nationa! concern, as’ much de- 
pends onthe fpeedy and etfectual victualling our 
fhips of war ; and that no perfon or perfons can 
fo {peedily and effectually perform that fervice,, 
nor upon fuch reafonable terms, as the Malt 
Diftiliers. To obviate this, let facts fpeak for 
themfelves: At Michaelmas 1758, the Malt 
Diftillers having every where bought up the 
lean hogs, made their contract with the Com- 
miffioners of the viétualling for 10,400 hogs, at 
forty-three fhillings and nine- pence per hundred,, 
a price unheard of before. ; 

At .Michaelmas 17595‘ the fame Diitillers. 
made their tender for 8800 hogs at thirty -feven. 
fillings and three-pence, which was rejected ; 
and the Commiffioners, inftead of contracting 
tor fo great a number at once, agreed to put o 
the contract fora fortnight, and to receive pro- 
pofals in that time for 4400°hogs, and to con- 
tinue for the future to make their contraéts: 
monthly, on which the Diftillers. made their 
next tender at thirty-fix thillings per-hundred ;: 
but the Hog-butchers inade their-tender after 
the rate of thirty-three fhillings: and fix- pence: 
per hundred, which was accepted; and: they 
were to kill tor one month. 

At the very laft contract, the Diftillers made 
their tender at thirty fhillings and five pence 
per hundred, which was accepted, arid they 
kill at that price for the prefent month. How 
much lower they can ferve the Government at, 
rather than lofe the cuftom, is not yet known ; 
but it feems very plain, that it they were at li- 
herty to carry‘on their Diftillery as for merly,. 
and could engrafs the hogs in the manner that 
has been done, the Government mutt pay a 
moft extravagant price for hogs that every one 
knows are not fo good as-country fed hogs. 

As thefe are facts that cannot be controvert- 
ed, they are left to the confideration of thofe 
who have it in their power to direct matters of 
fuch immenfe concern for the nation’s good,

Of thefe large ones, there is one 
placed upon the high alcar in every church, 
within a tabernacle ; from whence it is taken 
out at folemn fervices, and expofed for adora- 
tion, being inclofed between two glafles, on a 
ftand of filver or gold. In this water, which 
is carried about on the feait of Corpus Chrifii, 
in folemn procefion, accompanied with fuch 
fuperftition and pegentry, as makes it the mott 
Anti-chriftian aét that ever the {pirit of Anti- 
chrift diGtated among Chriitians. Except on 
that Anniverfary, and alfo when the Parith 
Prieft carries the communion to the fick, the 
confecrated wafer or Hoft is never produced 
ubroad ; and it is on thofe occafions that Pro. 
teftants are obliggd to avoid meeting it, or elfe 
trey arc liable to be infulted ; as every perfon 
of any degree whatfoever kneels down on the 
approach of the Prieft who carries it.

Pitifhurgh, Sept. 25. It is now near a menth 
fince the army has been employed in erectinga 
mott formidable fortification ; fuch a one as will, 
to lateft pofterity, fecure the Britith Empire on 
the Ohio. There is no need to enumerate the 
abilities of the Chief Engineer, nor the {pirits 
thewn by the troops, in executing this important 
tafk ; the fort will foon be a'laiting monument 
of both. Upon the General's ar:ival, about 400 
Indians, of different nations, came to confirm 
the peace with the Englifh, particularly the 
Tawas and Wyandotts, who inhabit about Fort 
dEtroit ; thefe contefled the errors they have 
been led into by the perfidy of the French; 
thewed the deepeit contrition for their paft con- 
duét ; and promifed not only to remain faft 
friends tothe Englifh, but to affift us in diftreff- 
ing the common enemy, whenever we thould call 
on them to do it. And all the nations that 
have been at variance with the Englith, faid, 
they would deliver up what prifoners they had 
in their hands to the General, at a grand meet- 
ing that is to be held in about three weeks. 
And as fuon as the congrefs was ended, the 
Head of each nation prefented the calumet of 
peace to the General, and thewed every other 
token of fincerity that could be expected, which 
their furrender of the prifoners will confirm. 
In this, as in every thing that can fecure the 
lating peace and happinefs of thefe colonies, 
the General is indefatigable. 

Charles Town, South Carolina, O&. 3. Sunday 
evening an expre{s arrived in four days from 
the Cherokees, with difpatches for his Excel- 
lency from the Commanding Officers at Forts 
Loudoun and Prince George.

“ Difpatdfes have been fent to Gen. Stanwix, 
the Governors of Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Georgia, our allies and friends the Catawba and 
Chickeiaw Indians, &c. and every vigorous mea- 
fure will be puriue. to crufh the alarming evil 
before it gathers more ftrength. Fort Prince 
George and Fort Loudoun are well ftocked with 
provilions of all kinds, fufficient for many 
months 3 a convoy of 70 bullocks, &c. happily 
artived at Fort Loudoun, juit betore the two 
foldiers were {calped.” 

Letters from Augufta of the 23d ult. fay, 
‘* A few days ago paffed by this place, in their 
way to, vilit Governor Ellis and Mrs. Bofom- 
werth, the Twin, Malatchi’s fon ; Fool Harry 
his uncle ; the Young Lieutenant ; feveral head- 
men, and others, to the number of . 50, from 
the Coweta town (in the Creeks). They deny 
having any connection with the Cherokees. 

Capt. Stuart is gone up to the Cherokee coun- 
try ; we have great hopes trom his abilities, and 
knowledge of indian affairs. The Traders are 
not returned from the Chaétaws. Mr. Atkin 
fill remains at Mucculafly, under the protection 
of the Wolf-King.” 

A lift of the towns, &c. of the Cherokee 
Indians put into our hands, makes the number 
of gunmen in the whole nation, not to exceed 
2000; fome fay they are 2500, others more. 
The nine upper towns where Fort Loudoun is 
fituated, are faid to have 500 guninen.
